Its Celebration in Atlanta--deneral 
Ggriington’s Address. 


Washington's birthday wos celebrated in Atlanta 
yestcrday by appropriate ceremonies. A band of 
music discoureed stirring music early in the day. At 
eleven o'clock an assemblage gathered in DeGive’s 


Opera House to participate in the exercises, A num- 


ber of gentlemen occupied the stage, which was taste- 


fally prepared and cartained for the occasion. 


The Reverend E. W Warren opened the exercizes 
with a short but very feelinz and appropriate prayer. 
Gen. Walker then arose and introduce! Gon. A. OC. 


Garlington, the orator of the day, Gen. Walker 


stated that Mayor Spencer was prevented by provi- 
dential cause from attendiag to read the Farewell 
Address of Washington, and ‘he diesppointment 
occurred too late to allow time to provide another 
reader. In introducing General Gasiington, General 
Walker stated that General Garlington was a native 
Georgian, who had graduated at the State Univeralty 
at Athena with high honors. 

General Gariingtonis address was an excellent one, 
well delivered and frequently applauded.

The Court for the preliminary trial of A G ( hisolm 
for the murder of Penn Bedell, mst yesterday morn- 
ing, pursuant to adjouvnment, promptly at nine 
o’elock, Justices I. W. Munday and II. R. Base 
presiding. The prisoner th»wed very little excite- 
ment, and during tue day conversed frequently snd 
apparently with considerable composure with his 
counsel, He was attended by General Gartroll, Capt 
E FP. Howell. Colonel L. J. Glenn, Mr. Tom Hi. 
Captain W. T. Newman, and Jadge W. F. Wright. 

‘The State was represented by the Solicitor Genaral, 
Moan MA Candler, Colonel D P Hiil, and Culenel W 

Hafsey. 

The court room was densely packed during the 
entire Session of the court. Numbers of the spec- 
tators had to stand up, but so great was the public 
interest, very few left. The press re upon the bar 
was so great, that several times the eherif was com- 
pelled to clear the pasesg 3. 

Theexamina’ion of the witnesses was conducted 
by the Solicitor General, and the crost--xamination 
by General Gartrell, but frequent consultations were 
had with their associates. 
We give below a condensed summary of the evi- 
dence, omitting the sparring among the attoinsys. 
The summary wil be found very correct, and upon 
many important points, even the lan,usge of the 
witnesses, has been reproduced. 

HE FIRST DAY'S AVIDEACE. 
John Lewellen swora: Lives in At'anta. On the 
night of the loch was in the Office Saloon, corner of 
Pryor street and railroad. Heard one pistol fire; -e :med 
to beat corner; ran to top of steps; saw Gaine»Chisolm, 
Brazelton and John Chisolm. Defendant was stand. 
ing between witness aad car shed; Joha Chisolm was 
standing in the middie of Pryor street looking beck, 
(Here defense objected to witness repeating what 
Brazelton stated to him. Puint was argued and ob 
jection sustained.) Bedell was laying at the corner; 
Gaines Chisolm walked to him; Bedell said, ‘* You 
damn rascal, you have shot me; Chizolm replied, 
‘Yes, I have. Witness helped pick Mr. Bede!) up and 
carry him io his room. When picked ap, Bedell said 
he wis shot through histhighe. Heard firing about 7 
o’clock. There is a gas post and wooden sign on the 
corner. Bedell was lyiug behind the wooden post. 
When witness first saw defendant, detendant was 
facing the railroad. John Ch'selm was standing in 
front of witness looking back. Witness saw that each 
of the Chisolms had pistols. D-fendant’s pistol was 
hangirg down by his side when witness saw it. Bedell 
was lying on his left side with his face towards the 
Kimball House, 
Cross-examined—Lived in Atlanta about 14 years, 
19 years old; is staying at Skating Rink; came here 
from Cherokee county, Alabama; relatives live here; 
was doing nothing last Thursday; been ont of em- 
ployment 3 months; has been wood passer on West - 
ern and Atlantic Railroad; does not remember ali who 
were in saloon with him on Thursday might; Mr. 
Woods, Mr, Anderson, Jobn Martin and Mr. Cody 
were there; when shot was fired was standing talx- 
ing; none were drinking; did not know of difficulty 
until heard shot; witness came up steps firet; room 
is 10 feet below sidewa'k ; saw nobody run but Mr. 
John Chisolm; saw the two Chisolms and Mr. 
Braz Iton; defendant was 10 or 12 feet from Bedell 
when witness saw him; defendant went back to Be- 
dell; witness saw him go back from the steps; Bedell 
said: “You ds mn rascal you have shot me.” Chisolm 
said, Lea, I'm the man that done it.“ Ch'soim’s 
back was towards witness when he spoke. Wh-n 
these words were used John Chisolm was in the mid- 
die of the street towards the car she1. When Gaines 
waiked back John left in the direction of the car shed 
Does not know where either of the Chisoims lived. 
Was not much excited—does not mind shooting 
much. Ifa man shot at witness, thinks he would be 
excited a little I[Laughter.] When defencant 
walked off he said you bave killed men around the 
streets of Atlan‘a long enough, and now I have killed 
you.”

ness went back to this room that night; stayed there 
until nine or half past nine; went then to Bedell’s 
room; when Bedell was shot witness hetped to carry 
him to his room; took supper that night at Pease’s 
Restaurant; does not remember who were there; did 
not see defendant after he walked off towards the 
Maison de Ville; did not notice defendant's condi- 
tion at the time; saw defendant no more that night; 
does not know how Chisolm was dressed. 
R. F. Maddox sworn—Liveain Atlanta; on the 19th 
was in hia store on corner of National Hotel; heard on; 
shot fired; was a loud report; was sitting facing the 
direction report came from; immediately after heard 
some one cry police; walked over in this direction; 
heard defendant say, I have killed him-he came 
very near killing me;’’ defendant was paesing witness 
when he spoke; when witness reached corner crowd 
were carrying Bedell off; had earried him to door of 
Kimball House, 
Croes-examined—Started when he heard cry of 
police; the cry cams haifa minute after shot; met 
Chisolm about thirty feet from corner of Kimbsll 
House; defendant was alone and had no pistol; thinks 
he saw blood on Chislom’s vest. 
Re-direct—Chisoim spoke loud and excitedly and 
repeeted remark several times; Mr. Reynolds and 
Noah Fowler were in store with witness and came 
oat with him. 


D. P. Hill sworn—Lives in Atlanta; knew Bedell 
and Chisolm ; saw parties last Thursday evening; saw 
them on Decatur street ten steps below the Turf Ex- 
change; witness was coming out of the Tarf Ex- 
change; got on the sidewalk ; heard cry of fight; cry 
came from Penn Bedell ; saw defendant on alt fours 
and Bedell striking him; tried to stop the fight; 
Belell said, “the damned —— got me out 
here to curse me, and drew s 
pistol on me and I knccked him down; witness 
helped defendant up, and Bedell knocked him down 
sgain. Chisolm either said walt a minute, I'il flx 
you,“ or wait till I get fixed,” witness does not r- 
member which; went with Bede'l to his room when 
Me Bialock came in; witness went off wiih 
Blalock; saw no arms on Bedell at the time; saw 
Bedeli’s right hand; it was bruised and he complained 
of it; Bedell said e called me out here, abusdéd me 
and drew a pistol on me; I knocked him down and 
tre the pistol in the street ;” when witness left ar - 
ties were hunting it; Bedell struck defendant about 
the face or head; thinks gis had been llt. 


Cross examined—Saw Bedell no more after witness 
left his room until he was dead; saw blood on de- 
fend unt; Bedell struck defendant four or five blows 
aftcr witness arrived; whenever defendant got up 
Bedell knocked him down; witness did not hold 
Chisolm—ooly helped him up: did not see Ohlsolm 
strike Bedell; Ohl-olm was on all-foura, trying to 
get up when witness arrived; saw no pistol on 
Chisolm's person; witness and Blalock, when they 
left Bedell’s room, went to Hine’s store; witness did 
not return to Bedell’s room uniil after he was dead ; 
witmess does not remember where he separated from 
Blalock; Bedell was a very strong and aciive man 
for his size; the back of Bedell’s hand was bruised; 
witness did not examine it carefully.
